Some of our exchanges are putting 


up a protest against the "tobacco 
slubs" that are being formed thruout 
the country, the object of which is to 
send tobacco to the boys who are m 
the army and 'win soon be at the 
front giving their lives 
for- their 


country. They argue, that tobacco is 
a bad thing in any form when used 
l>y the human race, and that its use 
should not be encouraged among the 
soldiers, as they will need all the 
vitality they have in doing the fight- 
tig and other strenuous stunts that 
are cut out'for them. 
All of this may be true .to a cer- 


tain extent 
for we firmly believe 


that the use of tobacco was never a 
benefit to anybody, either young or 
old and our advice to young men is 
to leave the "filthy weed" alone and 
never contract the tobacco habit. 


However, it is probable that a large 


number of those belonging to tho 
army have already 
contracted 
the 


habit of using tobacco, and .while 
they would be better'off without it, at 
the same time their system craves it 
and in order to be contented they will 
need some of the weed. If they were 
at home enjoying the same benefits 
of these fellows who are preaching 
against its use, they could, have ths 
tobacco and welcome and 
noboay 


would pay any particular attention 
to them. ' It seems to us that when 
they are at the front fighting for their 
country, protecting these same fel- 
lows'who want to deprive them ot 
their home comforts, that they, should 
be accorded the same privilege as the 
guy who had possibly contracted mat- 
rimony a few months before the war 
broke:out, or the fellow who was a 
few months over age and was not 
drafted on that account. 


Tobacco may be a bad thing, but 


we do not believe in denying it to the 
fellow who has sand enough 
to 


shoulder a musket and march to the 
front in defense of his country.

DRAFT ARMY CALLED 


NEW NATIONAL FORCE WILL BE 


MOVED IN SEPTEMBER. 


Final Decision on Mobilization Dates 


for First 500,000 Men Is 


Made. 


Washington, Aug. 15.—The new Na- 


tional army will be moved into .'canton- 
ment camps beginning September 5, 
Provost Marshal General Crowder an- 
nounced oa Monday. . The first incre- 
ment of 30 per cent will be moved Sep- 
tember 5. The second of 80 per cent 
September 14, and the third. September 
30. The remaining 10 per cent will be 
moved to camps as soon thereafter as 
possible. 


The dates specified for each move- 


ment of troops are for entralnment at 
horae~stations. . 


Final decision on mobilization dates 


for. the first 500,000 men drawn Indi- 
cates that virtually all of the first citi- 
zen army will be In training by the 
first week in October. Each mobilize 
tlon day will be turned over to a pa- 
triotic demonstration. 


The first day will be Wednesday, the 


second Saturday and the third • will 
fall on Sunday. On the days named 
the men accepted for service will re- 
port to their local boards and will en- 
train for camp within 24 hours after 
they report. 


They must present themselves in ci- 


vilian clothes, with nothing but abso- 
lutely necessary baggage. 


For many days tlie war department 


and railway experts have been working 
out plans for the great troop move- 
ment to camp. It is stated the men 
will go with the least personal Incon- 
venience." 


The plan to assemble tlie new forces. 


In three Increments distributes " the 
task of furnishing supplies and equip- 
ment through September. , It will also 
prevent serious.shortages in any camp, 
and will give the newfofflcers from the 
training camps.- time to familiarize 
themselves with their duties gradually 
before responsibility for a great body 
of men falls on them.

pope feels, amply justify him in tak- 
ing the present opportunity to suggest 
what may be, he hopes, at least a 
foundation upon which, peace negotia-

Indorses Plans of President 


Unqualified approval • of" President 


Wilson's plan for the avoidance of fu- 
ture wars by some form of interna- 
tional organization which shall have 
behind it the necessary power to en- 
force Its judgments is given by Pope 
Benedict, who declares that along with 
such a splendid project must go an 
effective arrangement for reduction of 
armaments to a point just sufficient 
for defensive purposes or to carry out 
the mandates of the world court.

Would Hear Voice of People. 


The more difficult question of Italia 


Irredenta, the pope thinks, should/be 
examined'In a spirit of conciliation and 
fairness and that a special considera- 
tion in the settlement should be given, 
to national aspirations.

ples concrete peace proposals exposed 
in a document which I have the honor 
to attach to. this letter. May God grant 
that the words of his holiness will this 
time produce the desired ..effect for the 
good of the whole of humanity. . 


King. Requested to Forward Plea. 
"Tlie holy see/not having diplomatic 


relations with the French government, 
or with the government of Italy or the 
United States, I very respectfully beg 
your majesty to be good enough to 
have handed a copy of his holiness' 
appeal to .the president of the French 
republic, to his majesty tbe king of 
Italy, and to the president of the 
United States. I also beg to add 12 
other copies which I request your maj- 
esty to be good enough to hand 'to the 
leaders of the nations friendly to the 
allies, with the exception, however, of 
Russia, Belgium and Brazil, to 'whom 
the document has been sent direct..

Text of Appeal Made by Pope. 


Th pope's appeal follows: 
"To the leaders of the belligerent 


peoples:

"Since tho beginning of our pontifi- 


cate, with the horrors of a terrible war 
let loose on Europe, we have in view 
above everything three things to pre- 
serve : 


"Perfect Impartiality toward all bel- 


ligerents as is suitable for him who is 
the Common Father and who loves all 
his children with equal affection. 


"Continually to attempt to do all the 


good possible and that without excep- 
tion of person, without distinction of 
nationality or religion as is dictated to 
as by the universal law of charity 
which the supreme spiritual charge 
has confided ro us with Christ. 


"Finally, n? our pacific mission also 


requires, to omit nothing as long as it 
was. in our power which might con- 
tribute to hasten the end of this 
calamity by trying to lead people and 
their leaders to more moderate resolu- 
tion, to hasten a serene deliberation of 
a peace just and durable. 


Vatican Shows No Partiality. 


"Whoever has followed our work 


during those three painful years which 
have just passed has been able easily 
to recognize that If we have always re- 
mained faithful to our resolve of ab- 
solute impartiality and to our attitude 
of benevolence, we have not ceased to 
exhort the people and the belligerent 
brothers again to becomeHBrethren, al- 
though publicity has not been given to 
all that we have done to attain this

"Is this civilized world to be noth-

FORTUNES MADE IN COTTON 


Imperial Valley of California, a Desert 


Fifteen Years Ago, Is Now Great 


Field of White. 


In the Imperial valley of California 


they are making fortunes raising cot- 
ton this year—sudden dramatic for- 
tunes. Everything about the Imperial 
valley seems to have the dramatic ' 
quality; Its story would make a good 
moving picture. In 1900 it was a blis- 
tering desert where n buzzard could 
scarcely live. And then the govern- 
ment harnessed the Colorado river and 
the desert was veined with irrigating 
canals, and plowed and planted, and 
for the first time since the primordial 
Hoods subsided, a tint of green and 
growing things spread over the val- 
ley. 


Cotton arrived In 1SOG. It came in 


the shape of a box of seed under the 
seat of a farm wagon driven by a 
Texas homesteader. 
He asked why 


they didn't raise cotton thereabouts, 
and" they snid because It wouldn't grow. 
And so. being from Texas, which Is 
something like Missouri, he planted his 
little store of cottonseed, and It came 
up and opened its snowy bolls to the 
wonderment of all beholders. Further- 
more, the next year it came up and" 
bore again without another planting. 


The Texan's little cotton field spread 


like a drop of butter on a hot pan. It 
clothed the barrenness of the desert in 
Its fieece. And it brought to the men 
who owned the land more hard iron^ 
dollars than ever they had seen be- 
fore. There are 50,000 acres of cotton 
in tlie Imperial valley this year and 
there are going to be many more next 
year. And even better than the cot- 
ton crop is the human crop, which this 
desert has borne; for it is peopled by 
men who own their own farms and 
are prosperous. 


Goat Flesh Sold at Mutton. 


Goat flesh is sold as mutton among 


the poorer classes Jn Liverpool. With 
the sheep brought from Ireland there 
Is always a certain proportion 
of 


goats, and these carcasses now are 
sold on the wholesale markets with- 
out distinction from those of the sheep 
and lambs. 
According to the health 


authorities, there -is no particular ob- 
jection to this practice, as in the mat- 
ter of taste and nutritive quality there 
Is said to be very little difference be- 
tween the two animals.

The first day will be Wednesday, Ihe 


second Saturday and the third .will 
fall on Sunday. 
On the days named 


the men accepted for service will re- 
port to their local boards and will en- 
train for camp within -I hours after 
they report. 


They nuibl present themselves In ci- 


vilian clothes, with nothing but abso- 
lutely necessary baggage, 


For many days the war department 


and railway experts have been working 
out plans for the great troop move- 
ment to camp. It is stated the men 
will go with the least peisonnl Incon- 
venience." 


The plan to assemble the new forces 


in three Increments distributes the 
task of furnishing supplies nnd equip- 
ment through September. It will also 
prevent serious shortages In any camp, 
and will give the now officers from the 
training camps time to 
familiarize 


themselves with their duties gradually 
before responsibility for a great body 
of men fulls on them.

Pope Includes Wilson Ideas. 


Washington, Aug. ]5.—An unofllciul 


outline of Pope Benedict's pence pro- 
posals received here discloses that 
the 
pautlfi! Includes some 
of 
the 


principles of world peace for which 
President Wilson has declared. Among 
tho pope's proposals are reduction ot 
armaments, freedom of the seas and 
that there shall be uo retaliatory strug- 
gle after the war for world commercial 
supremacy. These are regarded ns the 
foundation stones of the pope's plan. 


Included In the restoration of terri- 


tory, 
the 
pope's 
proposals 
Insist, 


should be the return to Germany of 
all her colonies, as well as the com- 
plete restoration of Belgium to her 
sovereignty. 


An accurate outline of the principal 


points of the communication Is in the 
hands of the government here and has 
received thoughtful consideration. 


In eloquent language the pontiff de- 


scribes the terrible condition existing 
In Europe, whlcli lie declares Is head- 
ed for destruction unless the belliger- 
ents are willing lo listen to the ap- 
peals of disinterested friends to cease, 
a suicidal war. 
Such conditions, the 


pope feels, amply justify him In tak- 
ing the present opportunity to suggest 
what may be, he hopes, at least a 
foundation upon which peace negotia- 
tions may be Initiated. 


indorses Plane of President. 


Unqualified approval of President 


Wilson's plan for the avoidance of fu- 
ture wars by some form of Interna- 
tional organization which shall have 
behind it the necessary power to en- 
force Its judgments Is given by Pope 
Benedict, who declares that along with 
such a splendid project must go un 
effective arrangement for reduction of 
armaments to a point just sufficient 
for defensive purposes or to carry out 
the mandates of the world court. 


Must Be Freedom of Seas. 


Any attempt to prevent free econom- 


ic action between the belligerents, the 
pope points out, would be disastrous; 
therefore he says there must be free- 
dom of the seas In all that the term 
Implies. 
i 


On tho Important question of the dis- 


position of occupied territory nnd the 
territorial ambitions of the belligerents 
the pope, by way of preface, admits 
that special cases might justify spe- 
cial conskleiatlon nnd still be adjust- 
ed In conformity with the principles 
of equity and justice. But, as a gen- 
eral proposition, he feels that a prop- 
er basis for discussion would be the 
restoration of all territory now In ene- 
my occupation. That would Involve lib- 
eration of Belgium, leaving not n trace 
of German control, political or mili- 
tary. 


The some principle of unlncumbercd 


freedom In its full sense, he says, 
should prevail In regard to every pow- 
er and nation. Not only must French 
territory now occupied by Germany be 
restored to France, lie says, but, on 
the other hand, all German colonies 
which have been occupied by England, 
Portugal, Belgium nnd Japan should 
be returned to Germany. 


Would Hear Voice of People. 


The more difficult question of Italia 


Irredenta, the pope thinks, should be 
examined In a spirit of conciliation nnd 
fairness and that a special considera- 
tion in the settlement should be given 
to national aspirations. 


Likewise does the pope hold that the 


complex questions involved In readjust- 
ment of the Balkan states should be 
considered in the same spirit of equity 
and justice, He has especially in mind 
Armenia, the Balkans and Poland, nnd 
the intimation conveyed Is that those 
questions can safely be dealt with by 
direct diplomatic exchanges between 
tho belligerents, once an agreement Is 
reached upon the general principles of 
recognition of national aspirations nnd 
justice. 


Within the on I en to diplomatic circle 


tho opinion wtis freely and promptly 
expressed Unit the pence proposal was 
inspired by Germany and wns an at- 
tempt to split the allies in a conflict- 
ing discussion of their war alms. 


British See Hand of Kaiser. 


London, Aug. 15.—Thu outline of 


the Vatican's pence proposals received 
here demands the restoration of nil 
German colonies to Germany. 


"These so-called pence terms have 


n distinct German flavor," This reply 
was given in nn authoritative quarter 
in'London in reply to a quest ion by a 
correspondent In regard to the Vatican 
proposals.

London, Aug. 17.—The foreign office 


Issued Hie French text of thu letter 
from tin' pope to the king, Inclosing a 
copy of hit* appeal to the heads of the 
belligerent peoples. This Is the letter 
to the king accompanying the appeal: 


"Your majesty, tho holy father, anx- 


ious to do everything he can In order 
to put no end to the conlllct which for 
the )nM Ihrec years has ravaged the 
civilized world, has decided to submit 
lu lh« leaders of Ihe belligerent peo- 
pled concrete peace proposals exposed 
in u document which I have the honor 
tu attach to this letter. May Cod grant 
(hat the words of his hollne.ss will this 
time produce tho desired effect for the 
good of the whole of humanity. 


King Requested to Forward Plea. 
"The holy see, not having diplomatic 


relations wllh tho French government, 
or wllh the government of Italy or tin; 
United Slates, I very respectfully beg 
your majesty to be gnod enough to 
have handed a copy of his holiness' 
appeal to the president of the French 
republic, to his majesty the king of 
Italy, and to the president of the 
United States. I also beg to add 12 
olher copies which I request your maj- 
esty to be good enough to hand to (he 
leaders of the nations friendly to the 
allies, with the exception, however, of 
Kuhsln, lielfclum and Brazil, to whom 
tin* document has been sent direct. 


"In expressing to your majesty my 


sincere iliiink.s for this extreme kind- 
nei-s, I nm hnppy lo take the oppor- 
tunity to offer you ihe homage of sen- 
timent, n very profound respect wllh 
which I huve tlio honor to sign myself 
your miiJe.siyS very humble and de-

Text of Appeal Made by Pope. 


Th pope's iippenl follows: 
"To ihe lenders of the belligerent 


peoples: 


"Since the beginning of our pontln- 


cute, wllh ihe horrors of a terrible war 
let loose on Kurope, we have In view 
above everything three things 10 pre- 
serv e: 


"I'erfei I Impnrtlnllly toward all bel- 


ligerents as Is suitable for him who Is 
Ihe Common Father nnd who loves all 
hK children with equal affection. 


"Continually lo attempt to do nil the 


good possible nnd that without excep- 
tion of person without distinction of 
nationally "r religion as is dictated to 
us by Die universal law of charity 
whleh ihe supreme spiritual charge 
has confided to us wllh Christ. 


"Finally. n« our pacific mission nKn 


requires, to omit nothing us lung ns It 
wns In our power which might con- 
tribute to hasten (he end of tills 
calamity by trying to lend people and 
their leaders to more moderate resolu- 
tion, to hasten a serene deliberation of 
a peace just and durable. 


Vatican Shows No Partiality. 


"Whoever haw followed our work 


during those three painful years which 
have just passed has been able easily 
to recognize that If we have always re- 
mained faithful to our resolve of ab- 
solute Impartiality nnd to our attitude 
of benevolence, we have not censed to 
exhort the people and the. belligerent 
brothers again to becoine~urethren, al- 
though publicity has not been given lo 
all that we have done to attain this 
very noble aim. 


"Is this civilized world lo be noth- 


ing more than n field of death? 
And 


Europe, so glorious and so nourishing, 
Is it going, as If stricken by a univer- 
sal madness, to run to the abyss and 
to lend Irs bund to its own suicide? 


"Through the voict>( even of human- 


ity and of reason we once more emit 
the cry of peace and we renew a press- 
ing appeal to those who hold in their 
hands Ihe destinies of nations. 


Basis for Durable Peace Suggested. 
"But in order no longer to speak In 


general terms n.s Hie circumstances 
had counseled us In the past, we now 
wish to make more concrete and prac- 
tical proposals and to invite the gov- 
ernments of the belligerent peoples to 
come to an agreement upon the follow- 
ing points which seem to be a basis of 
a Just and durable peace, leaving to 
them the nisi; of analyzing and com- 
pleting them. 


"Firsl-of all, the fundamental points 


must be that the maturlal force of 
arms be substituted by (he mural force 
of right from which shall arise'a fair 
agreement by all for ihe .simultaneous 
and reciprocal diminution of nvmn- 
rnents according to the rules nnd guar- 
antees to bo established, in n meas- 
ure necessary nnd siifllclent lor the 
'maintenance of public order In each 
slate. 


"Then In the .substitution for armies 


the institution of abltratlon, with Its 
high pacifying function, according to 
the rules to be laid down nnd the pen- 
alties to be imposed on a state, which 
would refuse either to submit a na- 
tional question in arbitration or to ac- 
cept its decision, 


"Once the supremacy of right has 


thus been established, all obstacles to

Imperial Valley of California, a Detect 


Fifteen Years Ago, Ii Now Great 


Field of White. 


In the Imperial valley of California 


they are making foi tunes raising cot- 
ton this year—sudden dramatic for- 
tunes. Everything about the Imperial 
valley seems to have the dramatic 
quality; Its story would make a good 
moving picture. In 1!KM) it was a blis- 
tering desprl \\here n buzzard could 
scarcely live. 
Ami then the" govern- 


ment harnessed the Co'orado river and 
the desert vvus veined w i t h Irrigating 
onnnls, nnd plowed and planted, and 
for the tlrsf time since the primordial 
floods subsided, a tint of green and 
crowing things spread over the val- 
ley. 


Cotton arrived In 1000. It came In 


the !-h:i]ie of a box of seed under the 
seat of a farm wagon driven by n 
Texas homesteader. 
He nsked why 


they didn't raise cotton thereabouts, 
and they said because It wouldn't grow. 
And so, being from Texas, \\hlch I* 
something like Missouri, he planted his 
little, store of cottonseed, and It came- 
up nnd opened its snowy bolls to the- 
wonderment of nil beholders. Further- 
more, the next year it came up and 
bore again without another planting. 


The Texan's little, cotton field spread 


like a drop of butter on a hot pan. It 
clothed the barrenness of the desert in 
Its fleece. And It brought to the men 
who owned the land more hard iron 
dollars than ever they had seen be-" 
tore. There arc 00,000 acres of cotton 
In tho Imperial valley this year and 
there arc going to be many more next 
3 ear. 
And even better than the cot- 


ton crop is the human crop, which this 
desert has borne; for It is peopled by 
men who own their own farms and 
are prosperous.

force is to be recruited. 
Stores and 


factories can often release clerks and 
workmen for this service if notified in 
time Families who would like a WCCK 
or two of vacation in the country with 
light healthy outdoor work at satisfac- 
tory wages, may also be induced to 
join the picking army. It has been sug- 
gested that the schools might be open- 
ed later this year so that boys and girls 
can be sent to the orchards, but this 
will not he necessary in all cases. One 
very good source of pickers can be 
found among the women's organiza- 
tions of this country. 


Much Is heard about the scarcity of 


labor but there is not as great a scar- 
city as most people imagine. Workers 
upon whom the farmer depends In or- 
dinary times have simply been shifted 
into other occupations, and war condi- 
tions demand that business men step 
in locate other classes of workers who 
can be shifted to the orchards for this 
emergency and see -that the farmer has 
plenty of help. 


The principles of careful fruit pick- 


ing are very simple, and easily under- 
stood. 
If the farmer can start with 
three experienced pickers and 


thorirles and experts from the food 
administration was held recently at:

DRAFT ARMY CALLED 


NEW NATIONAL FORCE WILL BE 


MOVED IN SEPTEMBER. 


Final Decision on Mobilization Dates 


for First 500,000 Men Is 


Made. 


Washington, Aug. 15.—The new Na- 


tional army will be moved into canton- 
ment camps beginning September 5, 
Provost Marshal General Crowder an- 
nounced on Monday. 
The first incre- 


ment of 30 per cent will be moved Sep- 
tember 5. The second of 30 per cent 
September 14, and the third September 
30. The remaining 10 per cent will be 
moved to camps as soon thereafter as 
possible. 


The dates specified for each move- 


ment _of troops are for enrrainment at 
home stations. 


Final decision on mobilization dates 


for the first 500,000 men drawn indi- 
cates that virtually all of the first citi- 
zen army will be in training by the 
first week In October. Each mobiliza- 
tion day will be turned over to a pa- 
triotic demonstration. 


The first day will be Wednesday, the 


second Saturday and the third -will 
fall on Sunday. On the days named 
the men accepted for service will re- 
port to their local boards and will en- 
train for camp within 24 hoars after 
they report. 


They must present themselves in ci- 


vilian'clothes, with nothing but abso- 
lutely necessary baggage. 


For many days the war department 


and railway experts have been working 
out plans for the great troop move- 
ment to camp. It is stated the men 
will go with the least personal Incon- 
venience." 


The plan to assemble the new forces 


in three increments distributes the 
task of furnishing supplies and equip- 
ment through September. It will also 
prevent serious shortages in any camp, 
and will give the newfofficers from the 
training camps time to 
familiarize 


themselves with their duties gradually 
before responsibility for a great body 
of men falls on them.

The pope suggests restoration of 


Belgium, Serbia and Roumunia and 
peaceful solution of the problems of 
Alsace-Lorraine, Trent, Trieste and 
Poland. 


Pope Includes Wilson Ideas. 


Washington, Aug. 15.—An unofficial 


outline of Pope Benedict's peace pro- 
posals received here discloses that 
the 
pontiff 
includes 
some 
of tlie 


principles of world peace for which 
President Wilson has declared. Among 
the pope's proposals are reduction of 
armaments, freedom of the seas and 
that there shall be no retaliatory strug- 
gle after the war for world commercial 
supremacy. These are regarded as the 
foundation stoues of the pope's plan. 


Included in the restoration of terri- 


tory, 
the 
pope's 
proposals 
insist, 


should be the return to Germany of 
all her colonies, as well as the com- 
plete restoration of Belgium to her 
sovereignty. 


An accurate outline of the principal 


points of the communication is in the 
hands of the government here and has 
received thoughtful consideration. 


In eloquent language the pontiff de- 


scribes the terrible condition existing 
In Europe, which he declares is head- 
ed for destruction unless the belliger- 
ents are willing to listen to the ap- 
peals of disinterested friends to cease 
a suicidal war. 
Such condiiions, the 


pope feels, amply justify him in tak- 
ing the present opportunity to suggest 
what may be, he hopes, at least a 
foundation upon which peace negotia- 
tions may be Initiated. 


Indorses Plans of President. 


Unqualified approval of President 


Wilson's plan for the avoidance 01 fu- 
ture wars by some form of interna- 
tional organization which shall have 
behind it the necessary power to en- 
force its judgments is given by Pope 
Benedict, who declares that along with 
such a splendid project must go an 
effective arrangement for reduction of 
armaments to a point just sufficient 
for defensive purposes or to carry out 
the mandates of the world court. 


Must Be Freedom of Seas. 


Any attempt to prevent free econom- 


ic action between the belligerents, the 
pope points out, would be disastrous; 
therefore he says there must be free- 
dom of the seas in all that the term 
implies. 
: 


On the important question of the dis- 


position of occupied territory and the 
territorial ambitions of the belligerents 
the pope, by way of preface, admits 
that special cases might justify spe- 
cial consideration and still be adjust- 
ed in conformity with the principles 
of equity and justice. But, as a gen- 
eral proposition, he feels that a prop- 
er ba=Is for discussion would be the 
restoration of all territory now in ene- 
my occupation. That would involve lib- 
eration of Belgium, leaving not a trace 
of German control, political or mili- 
tary. 
The same principle of unincumbered 


freedom in its full sense, he says, 
should prevail in regard to every pow- 
er and nation. Not only must French 
territory now occupied by Germany be 
restored to France, he says, but, on 
the other hand, all German colonies 
which have been occupied by England, 
Portugal, Belgium and Japan should 
be returned to Germany. 


Would Hear Voice of People. 


The more difficult question of Italia 


Irredenta, the pope thinks, should be 
examined in a spirit of conciliation and 
fair-ness and that a special considera- 
tion in the settlement should be given 
to national aspirations. 


Likewise does the pope hold that the 


complex questions involved in readjust- 
ment of the Balkan states should be 
considered in the same spirit of equity 
and justice. He has especially in mind 
Armenia, the Balkans and Poland, and 
the intimation conveyed is that these 
questions can safely be dealt with by 
direct diplomatic exchanges between 
the belligerents, once an agreement is 
reached upon the general principles of 
recognition of national aspirations and 
justice. 
. 
. 
Within the entente diplomatic circle 


the opinion was freely and promptly 
expressed that the peace propos.nl was 
inspired by Germany and was an at- 
tempt to split the allies in a conflict- 
ing discussion of their war aims. 


British See Hand of Kaiser. 


London. Aug. 15.—The outline of 


the Vatican's peace proposals received 
here demands the restoration of all 
German colonies to Germany. 


"These so-called peace terms have 


.1. distinct German flavor." This reply 
wa« given in an authoritative quarter 
in'London in reply to a question by a 
correspondent in regard to the Vatican 
proposals.

ples concrete peace proposals exposed 
in a document which I have the honor 
to attach to this letter. May God grant 
thut the words of his holiness will this 
rime produce the desired effect for the 
good of the whole of humanity. 


King Requested to Forward Plea. 
"The holy see, not having diplomatic 


relations with the French government, 
or with the government of Italy or the 
United States, I very respectfully beg 
your majesty to be good enough to 
have iiande<l a copy of his holiness' 
appeal to the president of the French 
republic, to his majesty the king of 
Italy, and to the president of the 
United States. 
I also beg to add 12 


other copies which I request your maj- 
esty to be good enough to hand to the 
leaders of the nations friendly to the 
allies, with the exception, however, of 
Russia, Belgium and Brazil, to whom 
the document has been sent direct.

sincere thanks for this extreme kind- 
ness, 1 inn happy to take the oppor- 
tunity to offer you the homage of sen- 
timent, a very profound respect with 
which I have ihe honor TO sign my.»elf 
your majesty's very humble and de- 
voted snrv«nr.

Text of Appeal Made by Pope. 


Th pope's appeal follows : 
••To the leaders of the belligerent 


peoples: 


"Since the beginning of our pontifi- 


cate, with the horrors of a terrible war 
let loose on Europe, we have in view 
above everything three things to pre- 
serve : 


"Perfect Impartiality toward all bel- 


ligerents as is suitable for him who is 
the Common Father and who loves all 
his children with equal affection. 


"Continually to attempt to do all the 


good possible nn-1 that without txeep- 
tion of person, without distinction of 
nationality "r religion as is dictated to 
us by the universal law of charity 
which the supreme spiritual charge 
has confided to us with Christ. 


"Finally, as our pacific mission also 


requires, to omit nothing as long as it 
was in our power which might con- 
tribute 
10 hasten 
the 
end of this 


calamity by trying to lead people and 
their leaders to more moderate resolu- 
tion, to hasten a servile deliberation of 
a peace just and durable. 


Vatican Shows No Partiality. 


"Whoever has followed our work 


during those three painful years which 
have just passed has been able easily 
to recognize that if we have always re- 
mained faithful to our resolve of ab- 
solute impartiality and to our attitude 
of benevolence, we have not ceased to 
exhort the people and the belligerent 
brothers again to becomeTjrethren, al- 
though publicity has not been given to 
all that we have done to attain this 
very noble aim. 


"Is this civilized world to be noth- 


ing more than a field of death? 
And 


Europe, so glorious and so flourishing. 
Is it going, as if stricken by a univer- 
sal madness, to run fo the abyss and 
to lend its band to its own suicide? 


"Through the voice even of human- 


ity and of reason we once more emit 
the cry of peace and we renew a press- 
ing appeal to those who hold in their 
hands the destinies of nations. 


Basis for Durable Peace Suggested. 
"But in order no longer to speak in 


general terms as the circumstances 
had counseled us in the past, we now 
wish to make more concrete and prac- 
tical proposals and to invite the gov- 
ernments of the belligerent peoples to 
come to an agreement upon the follow- 
ing points which seem to be a basis of 
n just and durable peace, leaving to 
them the task of analyzing and com- 
pleting them. 


"First-of all. the fundamental points 


must- be that the material force of 
arms ba substituted by the moral force 
of right from which shall arise' a fail- 
agreement by all for the simultaneous 
and reciprocal diminution of arma- 
ments according to the rules and guar- 
antees to be established. In u meas- 
ure necessary and sufficient for the 
maintenance of public order in each 
state. 
"Then in the substitution for armies 


the institution of abitration, with its 
high pacifying function, according to 
the rules to be laid down and the pen- 
alties to be imposed on a state, which 
would refuse either to submit a na- 
tional question to arbitration or to ac- 
cept its decision. 


"Once the supremacy of right has 


thus been established, all obstacles to

WIDTH OF SLEIGHS IS •, 


PRESCRIBED BY LAW 


One of the interesting acts passed 


by the state legislature at thejast. 
session la a law prescribing the width 
of sleighs; that is, the distance bc- 
tweon tho runners. 
According to chapter 605, Laws of 


1917, after January 1, 1818, it will 
be. contrary to law for anyone to sell 
now or at first hand a draft sleigh, 
size No. .5 or upwards, which was- 
manufactured after January 1, 1818, 
to anyone living In /the state and in- 
tending to use the sleigh on public 
high ways,, unless the runners of the 
sleigh are four feet, six Inches apart. 
And also It will be contrary to law, 
for anyone to drive a sleigh of any> 
other size which was .purchased new' 
after January 1, 1919.

The purpose of the law is to stan- 


dardize the size of sitelghs, so thattho 
winter roads may be ^passable to both: 
autos and sleighs. The penalty for 
violation ia a fine of from flve to 
twenty-five dollars. 
Of course, it-la 


evident that such standardization can 
not take effect until sleighs of other 
sizes bought .new as. late as December 
31 1918, have been worn out.

"A FOOL AND HIS MONEY—" 


' The United Slates is about to har- 
vest Its great war crop of apples. It 
equals two bushels to every man, wom- 
an and child In the country. In order 
to send as much staple food as possi- 
ble to our lighting allies, Americans 
are urged to use as many apples us 
possible. The motto this year is: "Eat 
an apple and send n biscuit." 


War conditions also confront the 


apple growers, for there Is a scarcity 
of pickers, and careful preparations 
must now be made to see that this 
crop Is all safely harvested and put 
Into storage. 
Now 4s the time to be- 


gin organizing picking crews in every 
apple growing section. 
A survey of 


the situation shows that tho farmer 
will need co-operation from business 
men In the towns and cities round 
about at which he trades, and which 
have Just as great an interest In this 
crop as the farmer himself. 
This is 


emergency organization work to bo 
taken up immediately by chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade, state and 
county councils of defense, and busi- 
ness men generally. 


The labor supply to harvest this 


crop exists right In the cities adjacent 
to the apple orchards In most coses, 
but the draft and demands of fac- 
tories and railroads for labor have 
disturbed the normal supply of work- 
ers upon which the farmer usually 
draws, and it Is necessary to recruit 
new kinds of workers. 
People who 


have never regarded themselves as ap- 
ple pickers may this year be asked to 
go to the orchards and help get In tho 
crop for patriotic reasons. 


The organization work should lake 


the form of an Immediate survey of 
labor resources to see where a picking 
force Is to be recruited. Stores ana 
factories can often release clerks nnd 
workmen for this service If nodded in 
time. Families who would like a week 
or two of vacation In the country with 
light, healthy outdoor work at satisfac- 
tory wages, may also be Induced to 
Join the picking army. It has been sug- 
gested that the schools might be open- 
ed later this year so that boys and girls 
can be sent to the orchards, but Ibis 
will not IIP necessary In all cases. One 
very good source of pickers can be 
found among the 
w onion's organiza- 


tions ot this country. 


Much Is beard about (he scarcity of 


labor, but there Is not as great a scar- 
city as mobt people imagine. Workers 
upon whom the farmer depends In or- 
dinary times have Mmply been shifted 
Into other occupations, and war condi- 
tions domiind that business men step 
In, locate other clashes of workers who 
can be shifted to the orchards for this 
emergency and see •that the farmer bus 
plenly of help. 


The principles of careful fruit pick- 


Ing are very simple, and easily under- 
stood. 
If the farmer can start with 


two or three experienced pickers and 
spend a little time explaining good 
picking methods to his volunteers he 
should get excellent results, for these 
volunteers, while new to the work, will 
also be people of good average Intelli-

The 
federal reserve system Is at their dis- 
posal, and farmers who store their 1917 
potato crop In approved local ware- 
houses, may obtain, upon tholr storage 
receipts, 00-day loans from member 
banks of the reserve s.vstem at a rate 
not lo exceed i! per cent.

board's attention.

Apple growers arc advised to get In 


touch with the business organizations 
In their nearest town, ask that help bo 
given in seeming pickers and report 
the number of pickers needed by them- 
selves. One of the greatest 
dlfllcul- 


ties In organizing harvest hands for 
any crop is that of gathering accurate 
Information as to how many helpers 
are needed on each furm and in each 
township. For lack of such informa- 
tion It very often happens that one 
township will be handicapped because 
It is without sufficient helpers and a 
township iwenty-ilvc or thirty miles 
away will have a surplus of woikcrs. 
By ascertaining in advance just how 
many workers will be needed In each 
locality, business organizations will be 
able to recruit a sufficient force and 
there will be neither scarcity nor sur- 
plus /n nny section. 


This year's tipple crop calls for spe- 


cial methods of handling. The size of 
the crop makes It necessary to send 
only "the arst-class fruit to marlfet and 
to see that all seconds and culls are 
sold in bulk around homo or worked 
up Into by-products. 
Tbcro must bo 


great care to sec that apples arc not 
exposed to l,he heat or outdoors after 
picking, but are properly housed In 
temporary storage places on the farm 
and carefully cooled, The scarcity of 
pickers will probably make It neces- 
sary to pick and house the crop first 
and grade and pack It afterwards, Full 
directions for handling (he fruit will 
be published later.

the tone can never .be restored.

possible to get the rust .removed, but 
tho tone will be thinner. 
The tem- 


perature should not be below 50 de- 
grees, and not over 90 degrees Fanr. 
This is not always possible, but it is 
well to know what temperatures to 
avoid, so that one may keep the piauo 
as far away, from, them as circum 
stances permit.

Send a Biscuit"—Unusual Need 


For Handling Crop—May Be 


Short of Help. 


' The United States Is about to har- 
vest its great war crop of apples. It 
equals two bushels to every man, wom- 
an and child in the country. In order 
to send as much staple food as possi- 
ble to our fighting allies, Americans 
are urged to use as many apples as 
possible. The motto this year is: "Eat 
an apple and send a biscuit." 


War conditions also confront the 


apple growers, for there is a scarcity 
of pickers, and careful 
preparations 


must now be made to see that this 
crop Is all safely harvested and put 
Into storage. 
Now is the time to be- 


gin organizing picking crews In every 
apple growing section. 
A survey of 


the situation shows that the farmer 
will need co-operation from business 
men in the towns and cities round 
about at which he trades, and which 
have just as great an interest in this 
crop as the farmer himself. 
This Is 


emergency organization 
work to be 


taken up immediately by chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade, state and 
county councils of defense, and busi- 
ness men generally. 


The labor supply to harvest this 


crop exists right in the cities adjacent 
to the apple orchards In most cases, 
but the draft and demands of fac- 
tories and railroads for labor have 
disturbed the normal supply of work- 
ers upon which the farmer usually 
draws, and it is necessary to recruit 
new kinds of workers. 
People who 


have never regarded themselves as ap- 
ple pickers may this year be asked to 
go to the orchards and help get in the 
crop for patriotic reasons. 


The organization work should take 


the form of an Immediate survey of 
labor resources to see where a picking 
force is to be recruited. 
Stores and 


factories can often release clerks and 
workmen for this service if notified in 
time. Families who would like a week 
or two of vacation in the country with 
light, healthy outdoor work at satisfac- 
tory wages, may also be Induced to

can be sent to the orchards, but this 
will not be necessary in all cases. One 
very good source of pickers can be 
found among the women's organiza- 
tions of this country. 


Much Is heard about the scarcity of 


labor but there is not as great a scar- 
city as most people imagine. Workers 
upon whom the farmer depends In or- 
dinary times have simply been shifted 
Into other occupations, and war condi- 
tions demand that business men step 
in locate other classes of workers who 
can be shifted to the orchards for this 
emergency and see-that the farmer has 
plenty of help. 


The principles of careful fruit pick- 


ing are very simple, and easily under- 
stood. If the farmer can start with 
two or three experienced pickers and 
spend a little time explaining good 
picking methods to his volunteers he 
should get excellent results, for these 
volunteers, while new to the work, wHl 
aHo be people of good average intelli- 
gence, and the war emergency will ap- 
pc-il to their interest so that they will 
be more than ready to help harvest the 
crop skillfully. 


Apple growers are advised to get in 


touch with the business organizations 
In their nearest town, ask that help be 
riven in securing pickers and report 
the number of pickers needed by them- 
selves. One of the greatest difficul- 
ties in organizing harvest hands for 
any crop is that of gathering accurate 
information as to how many helpers 
are needed on each farm and In each 
township. For lack of such informa- 
tion it very often happens that one 
township will be handicapped because 
It is without sufficient helpers and a 
township twenty-five or thirty miles 
away will have a surplus of workers. 
By ascertaining in advance just how 
many workers will be needed in each 
locality, business organizations will be 
able to recruit a sufficient force and 
there will be neither scarcity nor sur- 
plus rn any section. 


This year's apple crop calls for spe- 


cial methods .of handling. The size of 
the crop makes it necessary to send 
onlv'the first-class fruit to market and 
tn see that all seconds and culls are 
sold in bulk around home or worked 
up into by-products. 
There must be 


great care to see that apples are not 
exposed to the heat or outdoors after 
picking, but are properly housed In 
temporary storage places on the farm 
and carefully cooled. The scarcity of 
pickers will probably make it neces- 
sarv to pick and house the crop first 
and* grade and pack It af terwards. t ull 
directions for handling the fruit will 
be published later.

Unusual Facilities for Financing Stor- 


age Have Been Arranged and a 


Comprehensive Plan of Action 


Ic Recommended. 


Washington.—Officials of the food 


administration gave out the following 
statement concerning the steadying of 
potato prices, especially Important just 
now: 


Unusual facilities for financing stor- 


age are offered American potato grow- 
ers as a result of war conditions. The 
federal reserve system is at their dis- 
posal, and farmers who store their 1017 
potato crop in approved local ware- 
houses, may obtain, upon their storage 
receipts, 90-day loans from member 
banks of the reserve system at a rate 
not to exceed 0 per cent. Mr. Lou D. 
Sweet, potato expert with the food ad- 
ministration, 
was 
instrumental 
in 


bringing this matter to the reserve 
board's attention. 


New England growers have started 


a movement to take advantage of this 
ruling to help them solve their market- 
Ing problem. The prospect which the 
growers of this group of states face 
Is that of handling 45,000,000 bushels 
of potatoes—one-tenth of the entire 
United States crop—without causing- 
an overstocked market and the result- 
ing loss of sill profit on the crop. 


The growers communicated with lo- 


cal 
authorities In their respective 


states, who in turn laid the situation 
before the food administration. A con- 
ference between the growers, local au- 
thorities and experts from the food 
administration was held recently at 
Boston. Mass. 
A plan of action was 


mapped out at this meeting which In- 
cludes the following: 


1. Marketing of only one-third of the 


crop at harvest time; another third in 
90 days, or placing in storage and later 
distributed as demand affords oppor- 
tunity; the remaining third to be 
stored by the grower and marketed 
throughout the year. 
n \\\ potatoes to be graded with 


care, taking out culls, cuts, cracks and 
any that are bruised. It was recom- 
mended that a wire screen grader be 
u«ed—one and seven-eijihths-lnch mesh 
for oblong tubers and two-inch mesh 
for round ones. Graded stock then to 
be placed in ;:ood two-bushel sacks- 
one hundred and fifteen pounds to the 
sack—and the sacks sewed tightly so 
as to prevent shucking and bruising.

r AMERICA nefil« to be told why it Is at war, Us 
Ignorance is to its credit. A nation that -luts tried to 
live like a gentleman among nations lias naturally 
found It difficult to believe that nil nations are not 
moved by respect for tho customs and the laws which,, 
codify gentlemanly relations between nations. ' 


We Imve at times overpraised our virtues and pur- 


poses, and Jn consequence for the last generation we 
have liiuened with a rather amused tolerance to suc- 
cessive proclamations of the kaiser nnd the laudation 
of Germany by .subsidized mouthpieces. 
After war 


broke out in 3914 for two years we struggled to treat 
Germany and Its agents as wo expected other nations 
to treat ourselves. 


Our attitude might have characterized the Good 


Samaritan If he had come upon the robbers holding 
up the traveler, nnd schooled himself to believe that 


the whojo affair was exaggerated. We simply could not realize the 
(Jormnn. attitude of mind. 
Accustomed n.s many of us had been to 


Interpret the finer Idofil life of Germany, we could not believe that men 
like Em-ken, Hurnack, Herrmann, nnd DIessrnann could freely and- 
without reserve lend themselves to the clefon.se of that which was un- 
worthy of their w>rd<! as wo had understood them. 


Against .our will we have been disillusioned. 
We have not gone 


Into war, we have had war thrust upon us. A chain of circumstances 
over which we have had no control has brought 
home to. tho Americans, anxious to maintain their 
faith Jn Germany, the conviction that America's 
sovereignty was being outraged, its people killed, 
Its inner peace deliberately attacked, and Us Insti- 
tutions, founded in sacrifice and offered to tho 
world, not only despised but In danger of destruc- 
tion. 


Germany has forced America, as it has forced 


nlmost the entire world, to defend Itself by arms. 
Nobody but those suffering from myopic Idealism 
sympathies crtn see anything else. 
Some of us 


havfc suffered when the scales have fallen—cut 
nwny.by facts. At lust we see clearly. We have 
not been drawn into the \var by capitalism, or by 
commercialism, or by national policy. For months 
we have been living In a state of war, deliberately 
planned by a. nation whose leaders for ten years 
hnve been preparing some day to fight America 
«nd who have counted our good nature as cow- 
ardice, .our unpreparedness as a lack of national 
self-respect. 


Here are tho facts: 
We are lighting this war. In the flrst place, be- 


cause Germany made war upon us. 


For years she has sought to build up In Amer- 


ica a community more loyal to herself than to the 
United States. Money has boon lavishly spent In 
GermanlsMc societies, alliances, nnd associations 
to win the admiration and loyalty of American 
citizens. 
Our universities have been flattered, 


our professors have been honored for this rea-. 
son, Prnlfe of tho kaiser has been inserted oven 
In the .spelling books of our public school system. 
Hplc-.s have been everywhere. 


When the war caiue In 1014 German officials, 


many of them In high diplomatic positions, treat- 
ed tho United States, a neutral nation, as If It 
were an enemy. Pro-German publications were 
founded and subsidized, strikes were organized, 
mnnafnc'turlnp 
plants 
were 
blown 
up, plots 


against nations with whom we had treaty rela- 
tions were formed within our borders, bombs 
vere placed on ships In our ports. 
Hatred of 


America was systematically disseminated through 
Germany and efforts were made to Involve us In 
trouble with Japan nnd Mexico. 


J In reply to our repeated protests against these 
and other acts of Germany, to be mentioned pres- 
ently, we have received promises and explana- 
tions which were little less than Insults. 
The 


treaty that had existed almost the entire life of 
the American republic was set at naught nnd 
efforts were made to coerco us Into favorable 
modifications of its terms. 


• The right of trade with belligerents, which Ger- 
many had always claimed, even to the benefit of 
our enemy In tho war with Spain, nnd which at 
Germany's own Insistence is universally recog- 
nized In International law, was treated as tho 
violation of our neutrality and alliance with her 
enemies. And, finally, the proclamation of unr,e- 
stricted destruction of neutral ships upon the 
high sens was a notification to the United States 
that it was no longer a sovereign people, but 
that If It would sail the seas In safety It must 
conform to conditions set by n power that defied 
International law, humanity, and elemental mor- 
ality. 


In the second placo we are defending ourselves 


against Germany because the German state hns 
entered upon a program which means the destruc- 
tion of democratic Institutions. 


The Prusslanlzatlon of Germany means that the 


policy of Prussia to carry on economic and po- 
litical expansion by war 
Is to be extended 


throughout ^he entire world. 


Wo recognize that there were once, and we 


daro bolleve even now that there are, two Ger- 
inanys, one liberal and the other an autocracy 
based on militarism. The struggle between these 
two forces since 1815 has been a steady subjuga- 
tion of liberalism In Prussia nnd the other Ger- 
man states to the will of a Prussian feudal no- 
bility. 
Representative and responsible govern- 


ment In any .true sense of the word has been 
fought by Prussian leaders relentlessly. Educa- 
tion has been mado'n creature of autocracy and a 
source of international hatred. 


The samo fate has met every land Prusslanlsm 


has touched. Austria was beaten into submission 
in 1806, and all the other German states were 
made practically subject to the will of the Hoheri- 
y.ollerns between that date and 1870. France was 
-robbed ami humiliated,- • The Balkan states were 
kept In perennial war in the interests of German 
expansion. Bohemia and Poland have been treat- 
ed with the.same disregard'of popular rights as 
has been Alsace-Lorraine. Turkey became a vas- 
sal of the kaiser. 
A great 
militaristic, anti- 


democratic state like southern Germany, sub- 
servient to'Prussia, has been started and nil but 


Is built from the Baltic to. the Persian gulf. 
Great Britain was maligned-a'nd threatened .with 
destruction. 
South America was in' part 'colon- 


ized by Germans, and the Mouroe doctrine was 
repeatedly threatened. 


The highest authorities In Japan have repeat- 


edly said that German Intrigues were endeavor- 
ing to bring about misunderstanding. If not war, 
between Japan and thn United States. 


'As far back as 1903 representative Germans 


frankly suld that Germany would have to fight 
America because It was Germany's commercial 
rival. In Samoa and tho Philippines German in- 
terference twice at least brought us to the verge 
of war. Had it not been for Great Britain, which 
has always recognized American- policy In the 
Western Hemisphere and submitted disputes to 
arbitration, 
German arrogance 
and 
ambition 


would have years ago brought on the crisis. 


With the commercial expansion of European 


nations, the United States has no quarrel. 
If. 


however, such expansion Is based, guarded, and 
enforced by the threat of war, the United States 
can see' the machinations of men who are dislr- 
ous of expansion at the expense of the rights of 
other nations. 


Since the outbreak oT the European war, the 


ruthlessness of this German hostility to other na- 
tions, and particularly to'those that have regard 
for International law and really representative 
government, Is apparent. We have seen treaties 
disregarded whenever they stood in the way of 
Ormnn militaristic plans. , We have seen con- 
quered states treated with a brutality worthy of 
Assyria. We have seen a policy of terrorism ap- 
plied systematically In the abuse of prisoners, the 
massacring and1 deportation of civilian popula- 
tions, the indescribable abuse of women and chil- 
dren, the .destruction of noblest works of art, the 
devastation of abandoned regions, the wholesale 
execution of Poles, Bohemians, and Serbians; the 
Incitement of Mohammedans to a holy war, and 
the permission of an attempted'extermination of 
the Christian people of Armenia. 


We have seen hospital ships sunk, unfortified 


towns bombed and bombarded. We have seen a 
medal struck In honor of the sinking of the Lusl- 
tnnia. Up to the date In which we finally recog- 
nized that Germany was waging-war upon us we 
had seen 220 American citizens, among them many 
women and. children, killed by German subma- 
rines. Altogether, on the flrst of April, 1917, -we 


DRIED EGGS TO 


U. S. FROM CHINA 


Imports of eggs products this year have amount- 


ed to about 10,000,000 pounds, valued on the aver- 
age at about 15 cents u pound. These products • 
are Imported chiefly from.Japan and China and 
Include eggs that have been dried, frozen or 'pow- 
dered. They are used In this country principally 
by bakers In the manufacture of various kinds o f ' 
pastry.. 


The consumption of Asiatic egg1 products in'this 


country has greatly increased in. recent years, and 
therefore the'conditions -under which they are 
prepared become of. greater Interest to the public. 
The operation of a model plant at Shanghai Is de- 
scribed as follows: 


"The eggs are received, at the door of the fac- ; 


tory la baskets containing approximately: 1,000 
eggs, and as the factory offers better prices for 
choice eggs it is securing the highest class of egg 
produced within, a -circle of probably a lOChmnGy 
radius. The eggs are brought into the examining 
room, where the contents of the baskets.-are .gone 
over and nil cracked or otherwise damaged .eggs 
are separated, Tho 'eggs are then candled by 
Chinese, who pass them before the candling; lamps 
tit the rate of 500 an hour. The handling .rooms . 
are kept in a temperature not exceeding DO degrees 
Fahrenheit, the range of temperature In the build- 
ing, used both for freezing and for; drying .eggs, 
being from zero to upward of 100 degrees'ITa'h'ren-.' 
holt In. the freezing and'drying rooms, respectively.' 


"From tho candling rooms the fresh eggs with 


unbroken shells.;nre''taken to the breaking .room,; 
which in point of sanitaryi appliances and:.atten- 
tion to details of personal hygiene scarcely is, sur- 
passed by'the. operating'room of'a'.hospital,1 In

USES TURF INSTEAD OF COAL 


Switrerland, On Account of the War, 


Is Forced to Fall Back on 


Peat as Fuel. 


According to a report to the depart- 


ment of commerce from William P. 
Kent, consul-at Berne, Switzerland, 
the exigencies of war, the lack of de- 
veloped coal deposits, and the inability 
to import coal in quantity sufficient to 
meet the needs of the population have 
induced the Swiss government, through 
a semi-official organization, known as 
the Soclete Co-operative Sulsse de la 
Tourbe, whose address is Berne, to re- 
sort to the use of turf or peat as a 
substitute or to supplement the insufll- 
cierit supply of coal. 


The association is In the market for 


the purchase of improved machinery 
for cutting, raising, drying, and com- 
pressing turf. Turf or pent as a fuel 
Is not a satisfactory and complete sub- 
stitute for coal, on account of its low 
calorific properties, particularly for 
steam generation, but in those por- 
tions of the United States where it 
abounds it may be used to advantage 
for domestic consumption by'admix- 
ture with coal, not only saving the 
cost of distant transportation of coal, 
but producing sufficient 
heat at a 


much reduced cost.

patch it by ordinary mall,"; said Adju- 
tant General McCain iu explaining the 
plan., "The plan we are working out 
is an extension of th'e statistical work 
of this office. 'It should'be understood 
that It is statistical work performed 
by a statistical organization and that 
some time Is Inevitably consumed in 
getting information through the chan- 
nels of the organization. • We shall 
include in the plan, the designation of 
Individuals In hospitals to write post 
cards and letters for soldiers who can- 
not do so tffemselves. 
This will en- 


able every soldier to get word to 
friends and relatives 'back, home' as 
quickly as possible without cabling. 


Special Section Necessary. 


While the adjutant, general's depart- 


ment has always,maintained complete 
lists of all officers, and enlisted men 
in the service, it has never been neces- 
sary, because of the small size of the 
army, to have a special statistical di- 
vision In the adjutant general's office 
charged with the work of keeping in 
close touch with all the men so that 
information as to the health, safety and 
welfare of individuals might be com- 
municated without delay to their rela- 
tives.. A special section, known as the 
statistical division, has now been cre- 
ated and assigned to tills work made 
necessary by the great increase in the 
size of the army. . 


Officers for tills work will be select- 


ed, as are other officers for the na-, 


anal army, from men from the vari- 


ous officers', training camps commis- 
sioned .in the national army and 'as- 
signed to the adjutant general's of- 
fice. 


The statistical division will oper- 


ate through a main office In Washing- 
ton «and 
thrdugh the .organization, 


abroad with sections assigned to each 
unit of the army down to each.com- 
pany. This will mean that every com- 
pany of soldier's will be accompanied 
by one or more men who are regularly 
stationed with it and part of whose 
Job it will be to know the men of the 
company. This man will report to the 
regimental statistical division which 
will be specially charged with the prep- 
aration and forwarding of casualty 
lists and data as to wounded and se- 
riously ill. 
Information1 will likewise 


be reported as to all civilians accredit- 
ed with the' army. 
The central divi- 


sion In Washington will keep In touch 
with all the camps in the United States, 
both of the National Guard and the 
national army, and with the regular es- 
tablishment of the army, .in order that 
it may answer inquiries about any man 
attached to the army of the United 
States. 


Data on War Prisoners. 


This statistical 
division Is also 


charged with the work of handling In- 
quiries, as to prisoners of war—both 
prisoners of war held. by the. United 
States and Americans who may be held' 
as prisoners In Germany. 


The organization of the statistical 


section with each army division will be 
completed by having a regimental sec- 
tion with each regiment. This will be 
in charge of the regular adjutant, as- 
sisted by the. chaplain and detail of en- 
listed, men. From this regimental sec- 
tion,,in direct touch with the men; one 
man will be sent to the statistical sec- 
tion with the division to which the regi- 
ment belongs—thus placing In each di- 
visional section a man from each regi- 
ment in the division to look after in- 
quiries.about men In his regiment. The' 
divisional section..will/maintain. touch\ 
:with the;hospitals and with uny de- 
tached units serving at divisional head- 
quarters.

' Buslnesi and Higher Fees Charged

Receipts from Uncle Sam's national 


forests In .the last fiscal, year exceeded 
those for ' 1916;. :the-.banner previous 
year, by more,.than!,-$600,000, and to- 
taled;over..?8;4561000;! The.cost of op- 
erating :.tlie.;forests,-••about $4,000,000, 
was virtually;the"'saiue.as in 1916. 
, The Increase,'According to the for- 
estry officials, came chiefly from a 
'more active timber, business and from 
the higher fees charged for grazing, al- 
though practically every form of use of 
the forests was greater than ever be- 
fore and nearly every revenue-produc- 
ing 'activity1 contributed to the gain. 
The only ^exception, wus that of sales 
of turpentining privileges, which fell 
off. .nearly one-half. Since these sales 
are -made duly, oh the Florida forest 
the receipts'froin this source are rela- 
tively small. 
. 


The timber business realized for the 


government ,over $1,600,000 and live- 
stock grazing -over $1,500,000. Permits 
for waterpower development brought 
in over .$100,000 and other forms of 
land occupancy, including leases of 
land f or. summer homes, as much more.. 
In Ibis itei».tlie gain was 2S per cent. 


It is pointed out by, the forest'serv- 


ice that many forms of use of the for- 
ests bring in no- revenue. Settlers in 
and near,-the forests arc allowed much 
free timber for domestic and farm 
use and are also allowed free grazing 
up to. ten head of irtlliu or work ani- 
mals. 
As public recitation grounds 


the forests are open to all without 
charge, while their almost Inestimable 
value, for water conservation is main- 
tained solely at the cost of. the gov- 
ernment. 
Although their adifrinlstra- 


tlon and protection as public utilities 
necessitate large expenditures which 
yield no money returns, the narrowing 
gap between expenditures 
and re- 


'ceipts holds out the prospect,, those 
in charge of the work feel, that the 
revenues will in no great time exceed 
the operating cost 


With -the demand for timber mark- 


edly stimulated by war conditions, the 
government 
foresters 
anticipate 
a 


further increase In the national for- 
tst cut and the receipts for timber dur- 
ing the current year. On the other 
hand, they point out that an increase 
in business will necessarily call for 
more work and. Increased costs. Con- 
gress provided for this by Increasing 
the funds available this year for na- 
tional forest administration and pro- 
tection by about $80,000. 


Of the grazing receipts cattle fur- 


nished 
approximately 
$900,000 and. 


sheep $570,000. 
On account of the 


food shortage faced by the live-stock 
Industry throughout a great part of 
the West last" spring, and because of 
the needs of the nation for 
meat, 


wool and hide production, the stock 
were admitted early and up to the full 
limit of the carrying capacity of the 
ranges. As a result of regulated graz- 
ing the capacity of the ranges has 
been 
growing 
greater 
for 
some 


years, the forest service officials state, 
and the Increase in grazing receipts is 
In part due to the fact, that the herds 
on the forests this summer are larger 
than in any previous season.

IVIDTH OF SLEIGHS IS 
PRESCRIBED BY JjA\\ 


One of the interesting acts passei 


by the state legislature at the las 
session is a law prescribing the width 
of sleighs; that is, the distance be 
tween the runners. 
According to chapter 605, Laws o 


1917, 
after January 1, 1818, it wU 


be contrary to law for anyone to sel 
new or at first hand a draft sleigh 
size No. 5 or upwards, which wa 
manufactured after January 1, l»i» 
to anyone living in the state and In 
tending to use the sleigh on publi 
highways, unless the runners of th 
sleigh are four leet, six Inches apar 
And also it will be contrary to la* 
for anyone to drive a sleigh of an 
other size which was purchased ne- 
after January 1, 1919. 
The purpose of the law is to stan 


dardize the size of sleighs, so that th 
winter roads may be'passable to hot 
autos and sleighs. The penalty f o r , 
violation is a fine of from five to) 
twenty-five dollars.

evident that such standardization can | 
not take effect until sleighs of other; 
sizes bought new as late as December ' 
31 1918, have been worn out.

and a draft. 
If the room is at all 


damp, the tone becomes dull, tho 
wlroii rust; and once rust getv hold 
tho tone can never be restored. It Is 
possible to get tho rust removed, but 
tho tone will be thinner. The tem- 
perature should not be below BO de- 
grees, and not over 90 degrees Fa.hr. 
This Is not always possible, but It is 
well to know what temperatures to 
avoid, BO that one may keep the ptaiio 
aa far away from them as circum- 
stances permit.

and cover with plate or board.

cas,e the liquid becomes thick before' 
the eggs are gone, add a llttlq boiled 
wutor. 


This method will preserve nggs

community is asked to secure the vol- 
unteer services of a committee of 
competent physicians to whom the 
exemption board examiner can refer 
such cases. 
The examining boards 


are also requested to retain re'cords 
of all active and suspected cases of 
tuberculosis. 
As the third step in the campaign, 


it is suggested that each case discov- 
ered be followed up by the local or- 
ganization in an effort 
to 
secure 


proper care for the patient and to 
instruct him so that he will not trans- 
mit the disease to others.

end it is recommended that local 
committees be formed consisting of 
prominent city and county officials,

his chance of recovery would be 10 
per cent less than norma.li. 
A man 


who is thinner than the average, on 
the other hiand,. has less danger of 
dying In this decade than a man who 
tips the scales at the normal figure. 
"When a man Is in his twenties a 


deficiency of twenty pounds in weight 
makes .him 12 per cent more liable 
to fall before the scythe of the im- 
placable reaper. 
A slight surplus of 
flesh seems to assist one in escap- 
ing diseases that cause death in this 
period—principally tuberculosis and 
typhoid fever. 
.' "A man In his fifties who-is twenty 
pounds over normal weight has a 15 
per cent mortality handicap to face. 
Should he be forty pounds over his 
weight his chances of dying are In- 
creased 45 per cent thereby."

Because the piano Is constructed of 


materials that are affected by varying 
temperatures, care should be t^ken 
to protect it aa much as possible. 
Moisture is one of the most frequent 
causes of deterioration in a piano, 
and this is not to be wondered at 
when we consider that the instrument 
Is chiefly constructed of-wood, cloth, 
skin and felt. 
The three chief ene- 
mies of the piano are damp, the sun, 
and a draft. 
If the room is at all 


damp, the tone becomes dull, thf 
wires rust; and once rust gets hold, 
the tone can never be restored. It is 
possible to get the rust removed, but 
the tone will be thinner. The tem- 
perature should not be below 50 de- 
grees, and not over 90 degrees Fahr. 
This is not always possible, but It is 
well to know what temperatures to 
avoid, BO that one may keep the piauo 
as far away from them as circum- 
stances permit.

Preserving Eggs In Water Glass 


Pack eggs Into stone or two-quarl 
Mason jars (a two-Quart jar will hold 
17 or 18 eggs). Into 9 pints of cold 
boiled water pour one pint of com- 
mercial water glass, 20 to 30 cents al 
the drug store. 
Mix well, and pour 


over eggs. A two-quart jar will take 
about a quart of liquid to fill It. Have 
the top egg covered by at least one 
inch of liquid. , For Mason jar put on 
rubber and seal. 
For stone jar or 


other receptacle tie several 
thick- 
nesses of paper tightly around jar 
and cover with plate or board. 
In 
case the liquid becomes thick before1 
the eggs are gone, add a. little boiled 
water. 
This method will preserve eggs 


splendidly ,for at (least nine months. 
The eggs may be used for any pur- 
pose except boiling in the shell.

. The right of trade with belligerents, which Ger- ' 
many had always claimed, even to the benefit of 
our enemy in tho wnr with Spain, and which nt 
Germany's own Insistence is universally recog- 
nized In internationnl law, wan treated as tho 
violation of our neutrality nnd alliance with her 
enemies. And, finally, the proclamation of unre- 
stricted destruction of neutral ships upon the 
high seas was a notification to the United States 
that it was no longer a sovereign people, but 
that if it would sail the seas lu safety It must 
conform to conditions set by a power that defied 
international law, humanity, and elemental mor- 
ality. 


In the second placo wo are defending ourselves 


nsulnst Germany because the German state has 
entered upon a program which means tho destruc- 
tion of democratic institutions. 


The Prusslanizntlon oC Germany means that the 


policy of Prussia to carry on economic and po- 
litical expansion by war

throughout the entire, world. 


Wo recognize that there were once, and we 


dare believe even now that there aro, two Ger- 
mnnys. one liberal nnd the other an autocracy 
based on militarism. The struggle between these 
two forces since 1815 has been a steady subjuga- 
tion of liberalism in Prussia nnd thc other Ger- 
man states to tho will of a Prussian feudal no- 
bility 
Keprescntntlve and responsible govern- 


ment In any true sense ot the word has been 
fought by Prussian leaders rcluntlessly.

I>1Tlio'consumptlon of Asiatic egg products In this 
country has greatly Increased In recent years, and 
therefore the conditions under which they arc 
prepared become of greater Interest to the public. 
The operation of a model plant at Shanghai Is de- 
scribed us follows: 


"The eggs nre received at tho door of the fac- 


tory In baskets containing approximately 1,000 
eggs and as the factory offers better prices for 
choice eggs It Is securing the highest class of egg 
produced within a circle of probably a 100-mile, 
radius. The eggs are brought into the examining 
room, where the contents of the baskets arc gone 
over anil all cracked or otherwise damaged eggs 
lire separated. 
Tho eggs are then candled by 


Chinese, who pass them before the candling lumps 
at the rate of 500 tin hour. The handling rooms 
aro kept In a temperature not exceeding 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, tho range of temperature in the build- 
ing, used both for freezing and for drying eggs, 
being from zero to upward ot 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit In the freezing and drying rooms, respectively. 


"From tho candling rooms thu fresh eggs with 


unbroken shells aro taken to Iho breaking room, 
which In point ot sanitary appliances and atten- 
tion to details of personal hygiene scarcely Is sur- 
passed by the operating room of a hospital, 
in 


fact the general effect ot the room, nbldo from its 
low temperature, Is that ot a well-ordered hos- 
pital, but with ten while-capped 
mid aproned

Work Will Require Services of About 


1,200 Officers and Clerks for an 


Army 
of 
a 
Mil- 


lion Men. 


A plan to enable friends and rela- 


tives of soldiers In France to get In- 
formation as to their 
welfare as 


promptly us possible has been prepared 
by Uncle Sam through the adjutant 
general's olllcc. 
Collecting this data 


will require for an army of a million 
men about 1,200 o/Hcers, enlisted men, 
and Hold clerks, who will be organ- 
ized and stationed down through gen- 
eral, divisional, and regimental head- 
quartora, and with each organization 
unit of the forces In France. 
The 


service will also extend Into the field 
and baso hospitals, to ports of em- 
barkation, and to tho camps In tills 
country where the troops are mobilized 
nnd trained. 
Special training Is to be 


given to lit Individuals for this work. 


No system we can devise and oper- 


ate, unless wo used direct cable from 
Franco, will get Information to friends 
and relatives of soldiers In France as 
quickly as a soldier can himself dis- 
patch it by ordinary mall," said Adju 
tant General McCain Iu explaining the 
plan. 
"The plan we are working out 


Is an extension of the statistical work 
of this ofTKe. 
It shcnild be understood 


tlmt It Is statistical work performed 
by a statistical organization and that 
some time Is inevitably consumed In 
getting Information through the chan- 
nels of tho organization. 
We shall 


Include In the plan the designation of 
individuals In hospitals to write post 
cards and letters for soldiers who can- 
not do so tlteraselves. 
This will en- 


able every boldler to get word to 
friends and relatives 'buck home' as 
quickly as possible without cabling. 


Special Section Necessary. 


While the adjutant general's depart- 


ment has always maintained complete 
lists of all officers and enlisted men 
In the service, It has never been neces- 
sary, because of the small size of the 
army, to have a special statistical di- 
vision In the adjutant general's ofllce 
charged with the work of keeping In 
close touch with all the men so that 
Information as to tho health, safety and 
welfare at Individuals might be com- 
municated without delay to their rela- 
tives. 
A special section, known as the 


statistical division, has now been cre- 
ated and assigned to this work made 
necessary by the great Increase In the 
size o£ the army. 


Officers for this work will be select- 


ed, as are other ofllcers for the na- 


nal army, from men from the vari- 


ous ofllcers' training camps commis- 
sioned iu the notional army and as- 
signed to the adjutant general's of- 
fice. 


The statistical 
division will oper- 


ate through u main office In Washing- 
ton -and 
through 
the organization 


abroad with sections assigned to each 
unit of the army down to each com- 
pany. This will mean that every com- 
pany of soldiers will be accompanied 
by one or more men who are regularly 
stationed with It and part of whose 
Job It will be to know the men of the 
company. This man will report to the 
regimental statistical division which 
will be specially charged with the prep- 
aration and forwarding of casualty 
lists and data as to wounded and se- 
riously 111. Information1 will likewise 
be reported as to all civilians accredit- 
ed with the army. 
The central divi- 


sion In Washington will keep in touch 
with all the camps In the United States, 
both of the National Guard and the 
national army, and with the regular es- 
tablishment of the army, In order that 
It may answer Inquiries about any man 
attached to the army of the United 
States. 


Data on War Prisoners. 


This .statistical 
division 
Is 
also 


charged with the work of handling In- 
quiries us lo prisoners of war—both 
prisoners of war held by the United 
States and Americans who may be held 
as prisoners In Germany. 


The oiganlzatlon of the statistical 


section with each army division will be 
completed by having a regimental sec- 
tion with each regiment. This will be 
In charge of the regular adjutant, as- 
sisted by the chaplain and detail of on- 
listed men. From this regimental sec- 
tion, In direct touch with the men, one 
man will be sent to the statistical sec- 
tion with the division to which the regi- 
ment belongs—thus placing In each di- 
visional section n man from each regi- 
ment In the division to look after in- 
quiries about men In his regiment. The 
divisional section will maintain touch 
with the hospitals and with any de- 
tached units serving nt divisional head- 
quarters.

Record Output of Fisheries. 


The passing of the 5,000,000,000 


mark- by tho output of the fish-cultural 
stations of the United States Bureau 
of Fisheries, which Is the Important 
achievement of tho fiscal year, 10]7, 
gives evidence of the increasing effi- 
ciency of Unit branch of Uncle Sam's 
service. Data at hand show that the 
record for 1B1C, which wns the best 
up to that time nnd amounted to up- 
ward of 4,847,000,000 fish nnd oggs, has 
been surpassed by more than 300,000,- 
000, and that the 1917 product will ex- 
ceed 5,150,000,000. 


United States Gets Divldlvl. 


Prior to the European war little dl- 


iVldlvl was shipped to the United 
States, practically nil of it going to 
Germany, where It was utilized by 
the tanning and the Dyeing industries.

service will also extend into the field 
and base hospitals, to ports "of em- 
barkation, and to the camps in this 
country where the troops are mobilized 
and trained. 
Special training Is to be 


given to fit individuals for this work. 


No system we can devise and oper- 


ate, unless we used direct cable from 
France, will get Information to friends 
and relatives of soldiers in France as 
quickly as a soldier can himself dis- 
patch it by ordinary mail," said Adju- 
tant General McCain in explaining the 
plan. 
"The plan we are working out 


Is an extension of the statistical work 
of this office. 
It should be understood 


that it is statistical work performed 
by a statistical organization and that 
some time is inevitably consumed in 
getting information through the chan- 
nels of the organization. 
We shall 


include in the plan the designation of 
individuals In hospitals to write post 
cards and letters for soldiers who can- 
not do so themselves. 
This will en- 


able every soldier to get word to 
friends and relatives 'back home' as 
quickly as possible without cabling. 


Special Section Necessary. 


While the adjutant general's depart- 


ment has always maintained complete 
lists of all officers and enlisted men 
in the service, it has never been neces- 
sary, because of the small size of the 
army, to have a special statistical di- 
vision in the adjutant general's ofilce 
charged with the work of keeping In 
close touch with all the men so that 
Information as to the health, safety and 
welfare of Individuals might be com- 
municated without delay to their rela- 
tives. A special section, known as the 
statistical division, has now been cre- 
ated and assigned to this work made 
necessary by the great Increase in the 
size of the army. 


Officers for this work will be select- 


ed, as are other officers for the na- 
tjpnal army, from men from the vari- 
ous officers' training camps commis- 
sioned in the national army and as- 
signed to the adjutant general's of- 
fice. 


FOREST RECEIPTS GAIN 


Uncle Sam's Reserves Now Al- 


most Paying Expenses. 


Increase Due to More Active Timber 


Buclnes* and Higher Fees Charged 


for Grazing. 


Receipts from Uncle Sam's national 


forests In the last fiscal year exceeded 
those for 1916, the banner previous 
year, by more than $600,000, and to- 
taled over $3,450,000. The cost of op- 
erating the forests, about $4,000,000, 
was virtually the same as in 1916. 


The increase, according to the for- 


estry officials, came chiefly from a 
more active timber business and from 
the higher fees charged for grazing, al- 
though practically every form of use of 
the forests was greater than ever be- 
fore and nearly every revenue-produc- 
ing activity contributed to the gain. 
The only exception was that of sales 
of turpentining privileges, which fell 
off nearly one-half. Since these sales 
are made only on the Florida forest 
the receipts from this source are rela- 
tively small. 


The timber business realized for the 


government over 81,600,000 and live- 
stock grazing over 91,500,000. Permits 
for waterpower development brought 
in over $100,000 and other forms of 
land occupancy, including leases of 
land for summer homes, as much more. 
In this Hen* the gain was 28 per cent. 


It is pointed out by the forest serv- 


ice that many forma of use of the for- 
ests bring in no revcnae. Settlers In 
and near the forests arc allowed much 
free timber for domestic and farm 
use and are also allo'tied free grazing 
up to ten head of mliiju or work ani- 
mals. 
As public rectaation grounds 


the forests are open to all without 
charge, while their almost inestimable 
value for water conservation is main- 
tained solely at the cost of. the gov- 
ernment. 
Although their adifrlnlstra- 


tion and protection as public utilities 
necessitate large expenditures which 
yield no money returns, the narrowing 
gap between expenditures 
and re- 


ceipts holds out the prospect, those 
in charge of the work feel, that the 
revenues will in no great time exceed 
the operating cost. 


With the demand for timber mark- 


edly stimulated by war conditions, the 
government foresters 
anticipate 
a 


further Increase In the national for- 
(St cut and the receipts for timber dur- 
ing the current year. 
On the other 


hand, they point out that an Increase 
in business will necessarily call for 
more work and increased costs. Con- 
gress provided for this by increasing 
the funds available this year for na- 
tional forest administration and pro- 
tection by about $80.000. 


Of the grazing receipts cattle fur- 


nished approximately $900,000 and 
sheep $570,000. 
On account of the 


food shortage faced by the live-stock 
industry throughout a great part of 
the West last spring, and because of 
the needs of the nation for 
meat, 


wool and hide production, the stock 
were admitted early and up to the full 
limit of the carrying capacity of the 
ranges. As a result of regulated graz- 
ing the capacity of the ranges has 
been 
growing 
greater 
for 
some 


years, the forest service officials state.

New Vessel Owned by Uncle Sam Able 


to Remain at Sea Without Making 


Port for Several Months. 


Uncle Sam has a new steamer, the 


Surveyor, for use in the coast and 
geodetic survey, which is so designed 
that it will be able to keep at sea with- 
out making port for several months at 
a time. 
The Surveyor has a storage capacity 


for 75,000 gallons—enough to carry her 
5,000 miles at full speed or 7,500 miles 
at working speed. 


The vessel is equipped with water 


tanks and storerooms sufficient for a 
period of sis months. The refrigera- 
tors are exceptionally large, so that 
the crew may have fresh meats and 
vegetables while distant from port for 
considerable periods during the long 
surveying seasons. 


The Surveyor will carry a full equip- 


ment of surveying instruments, Includ- 
ing two sounding machines, one elec- 
trically driven and one steam driven. 
Her boat equipment consists of four 
motor-driven 
launches, 
two 
whale 


boats and several dories. The radio 
equipment was designed, made, and 
installed by the bureau of standards 
of the department of commerce.
